An executive meeting of Cole¬ 
man Citizens; Reception and 
Rehabilitation Committee was 
held in the Legion lounge room 
on Monday evening with Chair¬ 
man S. C. Short presiding.

Spring Thaw 
Softens Main 
Highway 

Road From Cowley to Lund- 
breck Said In Bad Shape; 

Road Ban Now In Effect. 

The Spring thaw is playing 
havoc with the main highways 
in and near the Pass. Motorists 
report the stretch of highway 
between Lundbreck and Cowley 
to be in particularly bad shape 
and vehicles are hard pressed to 
plow their way through the mire 
of mud. 

The hard-surface from Belle¬ 
vue to Coleman is in good shape 
with the exception of a number 
of pot holes and where water is 
flowing across the road soften¬ 
ing the hardsurfacing which in 
turn is breaking up. 

From Coleman to the Lake 
the road is rough and as one 
nears Sentinel and again at the 
lake the road literally disap¬ 
pears under miniature lakes. 
Poor drainage at Sentinel has 
caused the road bed to soften 
and become full of holes which 
in turn are full of water. At 
the lake opposite the Joe Stev¬ 
enson property there was ap¬ 
proximately one foot of high¬ 
way showing above water and 
that was rutted as the water 
sought to escape to lower levels 
alongside the highway. 

The wind has been so severe 
from Carbondale to Sentinel 
that it has blown away prac¬ 
tically all soil that was on the 
highway leaving only sharp 
rocks on the roadbed which un¬ 
doubtedly play havoc with tires. 

B. C. is just as badly off. The 
soft roadbed between Michel 
and Natal makes motorists slow 
to a crawl as they seek to drive 
between the deep ruts. There 
are pot holes in the hard sur¬ 
face where drainage is poor. As 
one reaches Hosmor they meet 
a ploughed field and this was 
where we turned back. 

The ban to heavy truck and 
bus traffic went into effect on 
Tuesday in order to save the 
highways as much as possible. 
April is the month government 
road crews go into action for 
the year’s highway improve¬ 
ments.

Last week Finance Chairman 
John Ramsay submitted his 
1948 budget to the Mayor and 
council. It called for an estimat¬ 
ed expenditure of $19,808.00 as 
against an actual expenditure 
of $21,658 in 1947. 

On Tuesday, Jan. 27, Finance 
Chairman Ramsay revealed 
that the town had run up a 
deficit of $894 on the 1947 oper¬ 
ations and stated that each de¬ 
partment in 1948 would have to 
keep within the financial lim¬ 
its set by the budget. Failure 
to do so would, within a few 
years, result in serious deterior¬ 
ation of the present financial 
condition of the town. 

Upon perusing the budget as 
against actual 1947 expenditures 
one will note the 50% slash of 
the fire fighting department 
from $1431.00 to $750. This sav¬ 
ing will be partly accomplished 
by the fact that the department 
already possesses sufficient 
equipment that is in excellent 
condition and will not require a 
great deal of additional equip¬ 
ment and secondly that fire 
fighting practices will not be 
held as often as in the past. It 
is the practice to pay each vol¬ 
unteer member of the fire fight¬ 
ing brigade $1 per practice. 

Grants have been slashed by 
$50. Chairman Ramsay, will ad¬ 
vocate to council that each 
grant be uniform and eliminate 
past practice of giving one or¬ 
ganization more than another. 

The Public Works Depart¬ 
ment has had $1,000 slashed 
from its 1947 expenditure. It 
was stated during the winter in 
open council that the council¬ 
lors had expected greater ma¬ 
terial results from that depart¬ 
ment for the huge expenditure 
which had been involved. Wages 
had absorbed the bulk of the 
money. All that was shown was 
a few sidewalks re-laid and very 
little to maintain our hard-sur¬ 
faced residential streets. A tar 
heating machine cost $800 and 
which was purchased from 
funds granted the P.W. Dept. 
The $8,500 granted the P. W. de¬ 
partment this year will be used 


NOT TO RAISE 
SOUTH SIDE OF 
MAIN STREET 

The town council has decided 
to refrain from raising the 
south side of main street which 
fronted out the buildings burn¬ 
ed down last month. 

Upon consulation with an ex¬ 
perienced engineer it was decid¬ 
ed that the expense did not war¬ 
rant the advantages to be 
achieved. Instead a higher curb 
will be built on the sidewalk in 
that section of the street to aid 
drainage. 

At the council meeting last 
week council had voted in fav¬ 
or of raising a portion of main 
street to facilitate parking and 
aid drainage. ^

Poll Tax To Be 
Assessed Within 
The Town 

Tax To Be Collected For 

School Purposes Only; To 

Go Into Effect This Year. 

Tax Set at $8.00. 

A by-law whereby a poll tax 
could be collected within the 
incorporated area of Coleman 
was given third reading at the 
council meeting last week. 

The by-law reads: 

“Minimum annual tax to be 
paid by: 

(a) Any resident of the town 
of Coleman assessed upon the 
assessment and tax roll. 

(b) Every resident of the said 
town of the full age of twenty 
one years who has not been as¬ 
sessed upon the assessment and 
tax roll and who has resided 
therein for a period of sixty 
days or more during any calen¬ 
dar year and is gainfully em¬ 
ployed, whether he has resided 
in the town before the comple¬ 
tion of the roll or not shall be 
assessed the sum of $8 for school 
purposes. 

By this tax it is hoped to re¬ 
lieve the ratepayers of some of 
the heavy tax load contained in 
the $73,000 school budget for

OTTAWA.—Average value of oc-| 
cupied farm land in Canada for 1947 
was $35 an acre, an increase of nine' 
per cent, over the average value in¬ 
dicated in 1946 and 40 per cent, more 
than in 1939, the Bureau of Statistics 
reported. 

Reflecting the relative increases in 
farm produce prices, the average in¬ 
cludes both cultivated and unimprov-j 
ed land.

By 
locating in Alberta industry 
would have access to unlimit¬ 
ed supplies of coal, gas and 
oil and thus our National in¬

• pendent on adequate fuel sup¬ 
plies, would lose many of its 
shackles.

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Britain's Recovery Programme 5ft “■ 


IN THE RECENT NATIONAL ECONOMIC SURVEY, published by the 
British government, the people there were once more reminded of the criti¬ 
cal nature of their present economic situation and were told of the rigorous 
programme for recovery which must be carried out in the coming months. 
It called for a full understanding of the need for stern measures to meet 
this crisis and for full co-operation in carrying out the necessary measures. 
"The Government”, the survey said, “regards it as essential to the whole 
conception and success of an economic plan democratically carried out that 
there should be the widest possible understanding of the facts of the situa¬ 
tion and the targets laid down.” The magnitude of Britain’s war effort, 
and the necessity for rebuilding many industrial sites, has made post-war 
recovery a difficult matter, but in spite of that, there has bean steady pro¬ 
gress since the summer of 1945. 


In spite of transportation difficulties and fuel 
Main Object To shortages, industrial production in Britain rose in 
e , Dollars 1947 by nine per cent- over that of * 946 - This 

success was due in part to voluntary increases in 
working hours, and partly to great effort on the part of individual workers 
Since that time further advances have been made toward the goal for 1948, 
which is for an export rate 50 per cent, above the pre-war level. Since one 
of the most serious aspects of Britain’s economic situation is the shortage 
of dollars, the main objectives outlined for this year are concerned with 
conserving dollars by decreasing Britain's imports from dollar countries and 
by producing at home as many articles as possible normally imported from 
the Western Hemisphere. At the same time, the report aims at increasing 
British exports to dollar countries. All this involves continued austerity for 
the British people, and a great effort to step up the production of articles 
for export. * * * * * 

There is hope that the textile industry will produce 
Targets Set 97 per cent, more woollen and worstbd goods than in 
For Industry 1947, and tbat P ro<Juction °f cotton goods and yarns 
* will be 74 per cent, above that of last year. The target 
set for steel mills is over one million tons more than in 1947, in spite of the 
fact that this industry has for some time been breaking production records. 
It is also hoped to raise machinery shipments to 180 per cent, above the pre- 
w r ar average, while manufacturers of vehicles have been asked to raise ex¬ 
ports to 240 per cent, of the 1938 figure. All these objectives will have to 
be reached by individual industries if Britain’s export trade is to be 50 per 
cent, above that of 1938, which is the figure considered necessary if satis¬ 
factory progress is to be made in 1948. To achieve this goal the British 
people will be called upon to make continued sacrifices. Housing schemes 
will have to be postponed, as will plans for reduced working hours and 
production of goods for home markets. In addition, food supplies will 
again be reduced. The outlook for 1948, according to the survey, is "full 
of uncertainties and bound to be one of great anxiety.” There is, however, 
no suggestion of defeat and it is to be sincerely hoped that the courage and 
determination of the British people and their government will soon be re¬ 
warded with the success they deserve in their great struggle for economic

REGINA, Sask.—Plant breeders at 
the University of Saskatchewan, 
working with crosses between grasses 
and wheats, have come along with an 
interesting development a wheat¬ 
like plant with perennial habit, and 
near immunity to a large number of 
races of stem and leaf rust. 

The difficulty is that the present 
lines have no winter hardiness and 
can only be carried through several 
croppings under green house condi¬ 
tions. But perennial wheat is “no 
longer an unbelievable myth,” accord¬ 
ing to Dr. J. B. Harrington of the 
university field husbandry depart¬ 
ment. "Winter hardiness must be 
added if the wheat is to be of any 
value. It may take many years to 
effect this, but the lines we are work¬ 
ing on now present many interesting 
possibilities,” he adds. 

For instance, the plants growing in 
one of the green houses at the uni¬ 
versity have the grass characteristic 
of retaining green matter ( in the stem 
after the head has ripened. Such a 
plant, developed to withstand prairie 
field conditions, would serve a dual 
purpose. It is possible the grain 
might be threshed, the straw left to 
cure, later to be gathered and fed to 
stock as a valuable and nutritious 
forage. 

Degree Of Stability 

What value would perennial wheat 
have in the western farm economy? 
Simply this: it could provide a per¬ 
manent cover crop, capable of pre¬ 
venting much of the dangerous wind 
and water erosion that threatens the 
very life of some of our soils. Peren¬ 
nial wheat could mean a degree of J 
stability never believed possible in 
this dry country. But between the 1 
present lines and the development of * 
a strain hardy enough to withstand 
the severe winters of the west lie 1 
years of painstaking work of breed- ( 
ing and cross-breeding, selection and I 
rejection, all the disappointments and e 
the shattered hopes the plant breeder 1 
knows so well. 

Dr. Harrington, who is in charge of 
wheat breeding at the university, 
states that the present achievement 
is the result of work done by Pro¬ 
fessor L. H. Shebeski, also of the uni¬ 
versity field husbandry department, 
when he was at the Dominion Rust 
Laboratory at Winnipeg. ” Mr. She¬ 
beski crossed Agropyron elongatum, 
a hardy grass, with Chinese wheat 
in 1938, and back crossed the grass¬ 
like hybrid with Chinese to get a 
moderately wheat-like progeny. Suc¬ 
cessive generations of selecting to¬ 
ward a satisfactory wheat-like plant 
of perennial habit was interrupted 
from 1941 to 1940 and resumed in the 
fall of 1945. 

Research Begins 

Although Russian scientists are be¬ 
lieved to have been working on per¬ 
ennial bread-grain crops since 1928, 
it was not until 1935 that similar re¬ 
search began in Canada. This was 
undertaken actually in response to 
the need for new forage crops which 
would help solve the problems of 
drouth and soil conservation. That 
work has the objective of a large 
seeded hardy grass and is under way 
at the Dominion Forage Breeding

generation involving adults more than 
c'.ildren, Chief Constable Walter 
Mulligan told Bayview Parent-Teach¬ 
er Association here. 

He said "it is the first crack in a 
break of our established culture," and 
added that the most disturbing fact 
is that parents are forgetting their 
obligations to their children. 

The chief cited two factors "which 
if not Checked will plunge us head¬ 
long into national decadence.” 

Failure In Home 

“First is failure of the home itself 
as the first classroom, and second, 
our national indifference toward evil 
influences in our life which are be¬ 
yond the immediate control of par¬ 
ents. 

“Criminals are not born. They are 
| the products of neglect, victims of in¬ 
difference, the result of an age which 
I has tossed morality in the junkyard.” 

Sunday Schools Praised 

The chief criticized homes where 
“God Tmd religion are considered too 
! old fashioned in an age dedicated to 
' materialism,” and cited the need of 
I Sunday school training for the proper 
I development of youngsters. 

! Chief Mulligan said the rise in 
; crime during 1946 revealed an ab- 
! normally high rate of juvenile mis- 
j behavior. Persons under 21 were re¬ 
sponsible for 51 per cent, of auto 


thefts, 41 per cent, of burglaries, 28 
per cent, of robberies and 27 per cent, 
of thefts. 

"More than half of all crimes 
against property in 1946 were com¬ 
mitted by persons Under 25 years.” 

He pointed out that the modern po- 1 
lice officer makes valuable contribu¬ 
tions toward reducing juvenile delin¬ 
quency, though the problems of de¬ 
linquency have thrown on police de¬ 
partments responsibilities with which 
they should not be burdened.
